I was able to gain 
much valuable information on its 
distribution and habits.”

University of Melbourne, who was 
previously Professor of Compara- 
tive Anatomy | at - Adelaide, 
said that the rediscovery of 
Calophymnus was of consider- 
able importance. The only 
previous record of it was by 
Gould, who sent three specimens to 
the British Museum in 1843, No- 
thing more had been heard of it 
until 1876, when it was reported to 
have been seen, but a specimen waa 
not captured, and it was doubtful 
whether this record was authentic.

A new generation of pioneers, 
born of a machine age in which the 
course of economics has run none 
too smoothly, is invading the Ozark 
country.
